Mrs. Cary Jackson 
To Hold Dispersal 
Of Entire Stable 


Marletotz Stable Has Produced 
Horses Noted In Show Ring,

Mrs. Cary Jackson, hunter dealer, 
of Keswick, Va., known throughout 
United States on the turf and in the 
conformation hunter show-ring 
world, has announced a complete 
dispersal sale of her entire stable, to 
be held on Virginia Gold Cup Day, in 
Warrenton, Va., Saturday, May 3. 
Mrs. Jackson, better known to every- 
one as “Mary Jackson,” in dispers- 
ing her stable, will still continue to 
school and develop young horses for 
customers and will thus maintain 
her connection with the show-ring 
game. 

Thirteen years ago, Mrs. 
Jackson first came to Virginia, the 
“Marletotz Stable’’ was established. 
This stable was fated to produce 
America’# leading conformatipn 
hunters with at least two, Mrs. Ells- 
worth Augustus’ Chatter Chat = and 
Mrs. Howard Hanna Jr’s Big John 
winning the National Horse Show 
tricolors. ‘From little acorns—great 
oaks,”” so grew “Marletotz Stable.” 
Mr. Jackson gave his wife her first 
horse, a birthday present.

Strange Activities Of Animals 
Proves No Rules Exist 
To Predict Habits 


Asked once to guarantee a hunter 
he was selling, John Jorrocks M. F. 
H. replied “I wouldn’t guarantee 
that it’s a horse let alone that it’s 
sound.”’ As we get older we become 
less dogmatic in most of our express- 
ed views on natural history, and in- 
genuous youth only makes definite 
assertions regarding the habits. of 
animals and birds. Some of us have 
taken years to learn that it is never 
safe to say of any species ‘‘They al- 
ways do this’, or “They never do 
that.”” The fact is that wild birds and 
wild animals continually surprise us 
by doing the unexpected. Someone 
recently wrote to tell me that during 
February snows deer had picked up 
and eaten white hares which were 
too weak to escape from their forms 
in the snow. I have never heard of 
such a happening before, and twenty 
years ago I might have said ‘Rot!’. 


Now I hear the statement from a 
credible authority with  astonish- 
ment, merely remarking that such 


conduct is new to me. I have known 
racehorses who have seized rats in 
their boxes and shaken them like a 
terrier, then thrown the dead body 
into the air. We have all known 
nudist racehorses and hunters which 
have time and time again torn every 
strip of clothing off themselves. I 
once had a terrier who loved oran- 
ges, and which went round my gar- 
den eating all the ripe raspberries 
within reach. [I recently heard of a 
well authenticated case of a _ fox 
worrying a cat, which | believe to be 
a rare occurrence. There was a moor- 
land sheep at Goathland which used 
to pester visitors to the hills for 
sweets, and which, when it wanted 
to change its grazing ground, board- 
ed a local bus and travelled a mile 
or 80 away to pastures new. It is said 
that owing to egg robbery by car- 
rion crows and rooks, not only game 
birds but thrushes and ‘blackies’ are 
changing their habits and nesting 
sites in some districts. And so we 
might go on! 

It is an established fact that foxes 
are blamed for a great deal of wick- 
edness of which they are not guilty. 
Last week a hill farmer rushed into 
print with an alarming statement 
that in this time of food shortage the 
lamb crop would be almost extermin- 
ated by foxes unless something dras- 
tic was done to decrease their grow- 
ing number. Of course this is’ the 
most utter rubbish. An odd fox may 
occasionally kill a dying or weakly 
lamb on the hills (rarely in the low 
country), but the practice is not a 
general one and another hill farmer 
thus replied to the extravagant 
charge: 


“TIT farm 1,200 acres and am proud 
to say I usually have one, if not two 
vixens each with a litter of cubs 
every Spring, and have never lost a 
lamb by a fox. This after a number of 
years.” 


1 heard the other day of an M. F. 
H. (anxious to kill as many foxes as 
possible), who had an earth stopped 
into which a fox had been run by 
hounds. Jt was intended to return 
later with the pack, bolt the fox and 
destroy it. In the meantime, how- 
ever, the farmer on whose land the 
earth is, opened it out, and three 
foxes eventually emerged. The farm- 
er was heard to remark “I’m too fond 
of sport to allow any fox murder on 
my place’, and many other agricul- 





turists are like-minded. They know 
that the staple food of foxes is rab- 
bits, that they also kill 
mice, and that the charges of poul- 
try worrying are grossly exaggerat- 
ed.Those who never lose an oppor- 
tunity of urging that  foxhunting 
should be prohibited seized

Editorials 


DEEP RUN HUNT MEETING, 1941 





A long time ago, in fact one hundred and fifty years ago, racing along the 
James River, was in its heyday. The earliest colonists were horse racing in 
Tidewater, Virginia, but a short distance from the James at Williamsburg, 
two hundred and fifty years ago where the earliest American horse racing 
enthusiasts and sportsmen were located Whenever you go down to the 
Deep Run racing on that great farm of A. B. Ruddock, where the river curves 
around its entire length, making almost an island that is Known as Cvrles 
Neck, it is fascinating to think of the early sporting days in America and to 
know that the sport of kings is still being carried on in this same part of the 


country by descendants of those early sportsmen. 


The Deep Run Race Meeting is an able offspring of those first races. In 
fact it is a distinct improvement over the old days, when the gentlemen were 
racing for hogsheads of rum and their horses were far from the quality that 
performed so well at Curles Neck last Saturday. There is no doubt that some 
of the atmosphere or flavor of the old time matches still remains about the 
Richmond meeting It is hard to define, but today there is a touch of the 
old world still there. The race course itself reminded an English visitor 
last week of the smaller English courses It is flat, lovely, grass sod, and 
although it has been carefully drained with tile, it has considerably softer 
footing than the usual American courses. Perhaps that is one of the reasons 
that very fine English import *Rustic Romance, seemed to enjoy the going 
so much, to take the timber race for Rokeby Stables In spite of the fact 
that rain had poured down, for almost 24 hours and the sun had shone for 
but a few hours, the turf was lush and horses jumped extraordinarily big. 
It isn’t just the course itself that lends enchantment to Deep Run. There is 
a convivial and friendly atmosphere on the course that has the gayety of a 
country fair. Added to the real beauty of the place, and the pleasant assoc- 
iations which it gathers about it, Deep Run provides some real racing The 
jumps are not stiff, and they must have seemed easy to such stake horses 
as Ambrose Clark's *La Touche or Montpelier’s *Santi Quaranti who quickly 
found the guard rail and went through nicely packed brush, barely jumping

It was not 
smart steeds or good riding which 
stole the show, but two amply pro- 
portioned gentlemen from the A. S. 
P. Cc. A., who were sent there to 
launch tighter enforcement of the 
set-tail ban. 


These uniformed men managed to 
keep an affable manner, after a busy 
day of answering questions, taking 
pictures, removing bustles, writing 
down data, inspecting horses, and 
listening to indignant speeches. At 
the close of the show one of them 
was asked, “‘Aren’t you just about 
done in?’’ and he answered, philo- 
sophically, ‘‘Well, we get paid for it.” 

It was expected that in the good 
hands class the A. S. P. C. A. might 
clamp down on horses whose tails 
had recently been set, but few were 
prepared to have them clamp down 
on horses whose tails had been set 
prior to the date when the New York 
State law was passed. (1934). But 
that is their new ruling for the good 
hands classes, to apply at all shows. 

Their telegram, received on Fri- 
day, the day before the show, reads: 
“We invite your attention to condi- 
tions in the good hands event pro- 
hibiting use of horses with set tails. 
This is without regard to the age of 
the horse’’..About three fourths of 
the children entered in’ the 
hands classes were affected.

To the 5th Henchman led Longi- 
tude by the same margin, one length, 
and again it was hard to keep Longi- 
tude from following the leader, as 
I held him to the 3rd panel, the one 
Mr. Bennett and I had chosen when 
walking the course that morning, for 
it was straightest to the turn beyond, 
and it had tufts of broomsedge to in- 
sure a firmer footing on the soggy 
turf. Both horses were jumping in 
brilliant form, as they commenced 
the left-hand turn to the 6th. A 
glance showed Mr. Bennett and Hold 
Forth and Mr. Watters and *Rustic 
Romance having trouble with the 
loose Mavis and Rockland Lad, first 
one and then the other, while far- 
ther away were Houseman and Tiger 
Lane. 

We turned for home, and two 
more fences were taken without a 
fault by Henchman, now 6 in front 
and Longitude. This was the order 
as we started the 2nd mile, Hench- 
man in front of us by 5, *Rustic 
Romance by 5 behind us, followed by 
Hold Forth 2 away, with the loose 
Rockland Lad head-and-head and 
Mr. Bennett busy trying to drive him 
off. 

The 2nd turn of the field was ac- 
complished in very much the same 
with Henchman jumping like 
a clock and Longitude taking two 
desperately long chances, standing 
back so far that he reached his front 
feet almost level with his eyes and 
banged his shins on landing.

Numerous cities throughout the

Raymond Belmont Memorial 
National Hunter Champion- 
ship Steeplechase, to be run 
as the co-feature on Satur- 
day, April 12, at Middleburg 
Hunt Race Meeting’s 2ist 
annual event.
